1. (currently amended) A rotary switch mounted above and below a panel, comprising: 

a deiem sub-assembly fe aving a single spring, auch detom uub aaaombh ^ located snnieb: 

above tbe panel, and 
a knob that substantially covers the detent sub-assembly. 

2. (currently amended) Tbe panel mounted lorary switch of claim I, wherein operation of the 
Uc-ieni sub-assembly is nor ultered bv r<>mnval of ibe knob, iiidouotidom of the knob. 

3 torigmal) The panel mounted rotary switch of dami I . wherein the spring is coupled to two 
bulls, one on each end of the spnng. 

4. (original) The panel mounted rotary switch of claim 3, wherein tbe balls do not extend into 
the panel. 

5. (original) The panel mounted rotary switch of claim 3, fimher compnsing a shaft that 
extends through the panel and ihe detent sub-assembly and is coupled to the knob. 

6. (original) The panel mounted rotary switch of claim 5. wherein the shaft is further coupled 
to an electrical contact that contacts a printed circuit board below the panel. 

7. (original) The panel moimied rotary switch of claim 6, wherein tbe detent sub-assembly 
further comprises a deiem sprocket having cylindrical lobes that cooperate with the spring, the 
shall, and a rotor to set a switch position. 

S. (on^inal) The panel muunted rotary switch of claim 7. wherein the switch position defines 
an clecirical circuit. 

9. (original) A panel mounted roiary .switch having a fully enclosed detem sub-assembly on a 
user's Side of the panel. 

10. (currently amended) A method ofselecting an elecnical circuit using a panel mounted 
rotary switch, comprising: 
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providing a sbufi ihat cooperaies wiih a detcni sub-asserobly locaied eniirelyo n a user's 
side of ihe piincl, wherein the shaft is coupled to an elecincal connection on an 
underside ol'ibe panel; and 

selecting the circuit by roianng the shaft thereby causing the electrical connection to 
conruci a primed ciicmt board in a configuration approxiniaiing the circuit. 

1 1, (original) A pitfiel mounted rotary switch, comprising: 

an independent detent sub-assembly located on u user's side of a panel; and 
a shaft that cooperates with the detent sub-asserobly to manipulate an electrical 
connection on an underside of the panel. 

12. (new) The panel mounted rotary switch of claim I . wherein the detent sub-assembly has a 
single Sjiring. 
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
